Apple Marketing 
Tests Tree to 
Consumer Method 


IT H A C A — “Direct from 
tree 
to you” is the way you may be 
buying your apples in the lu- 
ture. 
As apples are picked in the 
orchard they are placed direct­ 
ly in the cartons in which they 
are sold, reports Prof. Max E. 
Brunk, Cornell M arketing spe­ 
cialist. 
Several Cooperating 
Several 
New 
York 
State 
growers 
are cooperating with 
Drunk and Anthony C. Cunning­ 
ham, a graduate assistant in the 
N. Y. S tate College of Agricul­ 
ture. in this research to provide 
consumers with a better quality 
apple and at the same time re­ 
duce m arketing costs. 
This method of picking apples 
into the quarter-bushel cartons 
in which they are sold was test­ 
ed in both 1961 and 1962. Each 
picker wore a harness to hold 
the carton in which he placed 
the a poles. 
Pickers were in­ 
structed 
not 
to 
pick 
under­ 
sized. mis-shapened, or damaged 
apples. 
O ther than this there 
was no further effort to grade by 
‘size or color. 
Using this procedure, contain­ 
ers w ere handled, on the aver­ 
age. only six times before they 
were on display in the store in 
comparison with 16 times by 
conventional methods. The new 
method eliminates the repeated 
| dumping and handling necessary 
,a t present and thus reduces the 
num ber of bruised and punctured 
apples. 
Also, the lower costs of 
direct handling make it possible 
I to offer the consumer a better 
buy. 
Cunningham says this method of 
picking into the consumer contain- 


i cr is unique, though variations of 
! the total procedure are being used 


I by some growers. A Hudson Valley 
grower has bypassed the sorting 
and grading operations by training 
his harvesting crew’ to spof-pick 
apples to a high standard of color 
and size. Another grower, in Or­ 
leans County, Dicks into half-bushcl 
containers which then go to h e 
packing house for sorting. 
This 
procedure cuts out the step where 
apples are dumped from the pick­ 
ing containers to a larger one in 
the orchard. 
Test Similar Method 
Washington State growers are 
also working on similar time end 
labor saving procedures. 
Some 30 different methods of 
merchandusing apples were tested 
in the succeeding three years, ac­ 
cording to Professor Bronk, and 
they found apple* prepackaged in 
five-pound polyethylene bags out­ 
sold all other merchandising ideas 
tried. 
These apples sold at the rate 
of 24 pounds per IOO customers 
compared with 
only ll 
pounds 
when sold from 
bulk 
displays. 
Within three years more than two- 
third* of the fresh apples sold 
in New York were sold in the 
polyethylene bags. 
The marketing specialists eke 
many advantages in their experi­ 
mental, direct handling system: 
faster 
distribution, 
lower 
costs, 
greater store volume, and a better 
satisfied apple customer. However, 
they point out 
many 
problems 
have to be solved before the sys­ 
tem can be recommended as a 
practical handling method.

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OUR UNIQUE REVOLUTION 
From the earliest days of our history as 
a free nation, we have felt a kinship for 
other peoples struggling for indendence. 
More than that, we have believed we could 
serve as something of a model for them. 
Consequently we have been puzzled that, 
in the last 15 years, so few among the many 
emerging nations of Asia and Africa have 
taken us for an example. 
Now a Vassar history professor, Carl N. 
Degler, vigorously questions whether we 
can find useful parallels between our re­ 
markable story and that of the new coun­ 
tries of the mid-20th century. 
Writing In The American Scholar, he 
suggests that scrutiny of our past indi­ 
cates “our experience is too special to be 
a guide to the life of other people.” 
He starts with the American Revolution 
Itself, which he describes as stemming from 
a deeply conservative effort to redress 
grievances within the British colonial sys­ 
tem, rather than a heart-felt wish to bleak 
away. It became a fight for freedom only 
when Americans reluctantly concluded re­ 
dress could be had no other way. 
“There was in America no long drawn- 
out underground independence movement, 
as in India under Chandi or Ghana under 
Nkrumah,” says Degler. 
Acknowledging that we have always 
taken an interest in other people’s revolu­ 
tions, he notes, however, that where they 
did not take the American pattern and lead 
quickly to orderly democratic societies, we 
became disillusioned and sometimes openly 
hostile. 
Certainly we have in fact exhibited some 
such disappointment in recenty years as we 
watched the almost ungovernable chaos in 
the Congo and the leftward leanings of 
Ghana and Guinea — to mention just two 
among the newly independent. 
We are perhaps inclined to forget that 
most of the new nations have had alto­ 
gether too little experience, if any, at oper­ 
ating democratic institutions and practicing 
orderly government. 
As for us, we had a century and a half 
of virtual self-government under colonial 
rule before the Revolution. Even at that, 
we went through a horrendous period of 
chaos under the Articles of Confederation 
before steady hands took told under the 
new Constitution. 
We could not name one nation on earth 
which had as much practice at self-govern­ 
ment as we did before independence. We 
were able to build on our past. Most of 
today’s new countries want to repudiate 
theirs. 
The differences between our experience 
and theirs are many more, not the least 
of them our abundance of fertile, available 
land, holding rich resources and offering 
natural ^asportation routes. 
Impatience unquestionably has led a good 
many people to seek independence before 
they were ready. We, on the other hand, 
have also been impatient in imaging that, 
once free, they could and should quickly 
follow our own very special example. 


President Kennedy and Secretary of Labor W. 
Willard W irtz are absolutely right when they say 
that the economy m ust expand at a much faster 
pace if it is to absorb the droves of young people 
who will be graduating from school and college 
in the late Ninteen Sixties and the Seventies. 
The problem, however, is not entirely what 
Secretary W irtz seems to think it is. The Secre­ 
tary speaks of the need to give young people 
skills 
and by this he means skills that can he 
translated into jobs on the factory floor. The re­ 
sponse of the New F rontier to the unemployment 
situation has been to call for more government- 
fostered industrial training program s, But this, 
in an age of growing autom ation, is somewhat 
beside the point. Insofar as teaching young people 
to set the “program s” for autom ated equipment 
and to see to it that complicated production lines 
do not break down, this is something th at indus­ 
try can do very well for itself. Indeed, industry 
has been doing it for a long time now. as anyone 
who is acquainted w ith the training programs 
of such companies as General Klectric or the 
Ford Motor Company m ust know. 
The dilemma of the economy in 1963 is that 
it m ust find ways of increasing employment w ith­ 
out adding significantly to factory payrolls. For 
ten years now the trend of factory employment, 
when put on a graph, has made a relatively neat 
horizontal line. The employment in the service 
industries, however, has been leaping upward 
The only trouble is that the growing "scissors” 
gap between the two lines on the graph has not 
been sufficiently wide to take care of all our 
young job seekers. 
W ith practically every industry on the prowl 
for better methods of autom ation, it is a dead 
cinch that there will he little change in the fac­ 
tory employment trend line. The product of in­ 
dustry will*grow, but the work force will remain 
relatively stationary. So it is up to the service 
trades to absorb young people. But this involves 
inventing new services that we do not already 
have—and by its very nature the problem is 
something 
th a t the government cannot solve 
directly. 
The issue is one of creativity—and creativity, 
in turn, is som ething th at comes out of a stim u­ 
lating environm ent. Well, just how much stim u­ 
lation do you get out of sending young men out 
in Civilian Conservation Corps groups to clean up 
the woods? W hen they come back from the 
woods, they have learned nothing 
that 
they 
haven’t alreacty learned as Boy Scouts. How much 
stim ulation from training a young man at run­ 
ning a machine w'hen he knows that a system of 
tape controls will take away his job the day after 
he gets it? The tru th is that a clim ate of politi­ 
cally adm inistered w elfarism and politically domi­ 
nated m ake-work is not going to help expand the 
service trades at all. W hat we need is a society 
in which people can keep their own money to 
spend on all sorts of fanciful and inventive things. 
More luxuries, more travel. We also need a so­ 
ciety in which purchasing power erases to be 
destroyed by inflation. As President Kennedy in­ 
sists, we nerd lower taxes. But as the President 
does not seem to know, we also need a cut in 
government spending looking toward a balance 
in the budget. 
W ith money in their pockets, and with a feel­ 
ing that they will continue to be paid in the fu­ 
ture in a stable coin, people will buy the darnedest 
servic<*s. An exam ple? I give you the Sidney 
Printing and Publishing Company of Sidney, Ohio, 
which publishes a weekly hobby journal. "Coin 
World." for num ism atists. "Coin W orld” runs to 
more than a hundred pages some weeks, and has 
a m asthead of employees almost as long as your 
arm. A drop in the bucket of “service” ? Maybe 
so, but it is going to take thousands of such drops 
if the U. S. is to solve its unemployment situation. 
Factory employment just isn’t going to do the 
job. Im aginative people will do it if they have a 
feeling th at it is w orth their while.

Would cough medicine

A—Tho symptoms you describe are suggestive 
of bronchiectasis. This is a discase of the bronchi 
or air passages in the lungs in which the sm aller 
branches in some area become dilated. 
There 
are various causes of this condition. 
In children it m ay follow pneumonia, measles, 
whooping cough, or influenza, or it may be part 
ot the childhood disease known as cystic fibrosis. 
In adults it is sometimes caused by the inhala­ 
tion of a foreign hotly, such as a peanut or a 
thum btack. 
In almost every case there is a his­ 
tory of some sort of obstruction associated with 
infection. 
Once the dilation and infection of the end of a 
bronchus occurs, it is difficult for the bronchus 
to clear itself of the mucus and pus th at are 
formed. 
When the bronchus fills up, there is usu­ 
ally a coughing spell in which a large amount of 
foul-smelling sputum is brought up. 
This may 
happen only on arising in the morning, or it may 
happen when there is a sudden change in the 
position of the body. Blood is commonly brought 
up with the sputum. 
Fortunately, since the introduction of anti 
biotics, bronchiectasis is not as common as it used 
to be. 
Cough medicine, vapors, and sprays have 
not been of any benefit to persons with this dis­ 
ease. 
A treatm ent known as “postural drainage,” in 
which the sufferer lies draped over the edge of a 
bed with his head m ar the floor for about IO m in­ 
utes two or three times a day, helps to establish 
the flow of sputum and makes the victim m ote 
comfortable. 
This will not cure him, however. 
Surgical removal of the diseased portion of the 
lung gives the In st results. 
Failure of this treatm ent sometimes occurs 
when the patient refuses to stop smoking. 
q —W hy i* it necessary to X-ray a child’s teeth 
though no apparent defects were found by the 
school dentist? 
Isn’t such exposure to X-ray 
dangerous? 
A—It Is advisable for children and adults to 
have a complete dental exam ination twice a year. 
This should include dental X-ray once a year be­ 
cause the X-ray may reveal cavities or oth er ab­ 
norm alities th at the dentist cannot see. The haz­ 
ards of diagnostic X-ray exam inations have been 
grossly overrated. 
M odem equipment protects 
the patient from undue exposure. 
One should 
have no hesitancy about having an annual dental 
X-ray checkup. 
Q—When my 2 1 -year-old daughter eats her 
jaws pop. 
This is em barrassing to her. 
W hat 
causes this? 
A—It Is normal for a person’s jaws to pop 
when the m outh is opened very wide as in yaw n­ 
ing or in eating a three-decker sandwich. 
It is 
hard to sec how' there could be any popping while 
eating if small m outhfuls are taken, unless there 
is an exaggerated movement of the lower jaw 
trom side to side. 
If the condition persists, an 
exam ination by your family doctor should clear 
up the mystery.

29. — A sound investment pro­ 
gram should provide protection 
against inflation as well as de­ 
flation. Because real estate is so 
commonly associated with infla­ 
tion protection, it might be well 
to lead off w ith a discussion of 
Land Trusts.

Alaska became the 49th state, So­ 
viet Deputy Premier Frol Kozlov* 
said: 
“We’d give you $200 million for 
it—but I don’t suppose .you would 
sell. We have a proverb in Russia, 
if something has fallen off a cart, 
it is lost forever.” 
When Russia gave up Alaska in 
1867 after hokiing it for 126 years, 
many Americans thought $7 2 mil­ 
lion was far too much to pay for 
what they visualized as an ice­ 
bound wasteland. 
Rumor* of Bribery

Russian minister had bribed high 
officials to secure congressional 
approval of the deal.

“Your article, steam boilers, are 
no more dangerous than water 
tanks on roofs of houses.”

use they put it to?

none of the class knew, so she 
took the class to a lumber ami 
coal yard. 
They took lumps of 
it, and said it w as black dia­ 
monds. 
He further say s, "It was 
black diamonds to us during the 
first World War and I remember 
getting a basketful of w hat was 
known as bricketts, coal dust 
and tar, from an engineer on the 
New York Central. 
Every day 
I would get it, and that was 
what we had to burn in our coal 
stoves.” 
Mr Finley tells about another 
article of a young man who took 
his children to Pennsylvaia and 
showed them coal in his father’s 
coal bin. 
He also w rote that he 
had picture postal cards of the 
Island Dock with the boats and 
elevators piling the coal up in 
pil< s as high as 50 feet or more. 
That was big business during 
the D & H Canal days from the 
late 1820’s to 1890’s in Rondout. 
Charles Ryan, assistant to An­

Like the air itself, the daily 
newspaper is taken for granted 
until such time as it is unavail­ 
able. New Yorkers and Cleve­ 
landers have been deprived of 
this reading habit during pro­ 
longed work stoppages. 
In the strike-ndden cities, the 
public ha* relied primarily on er­ 
satz (substitute) sources of news 
—radio and, television. 
Although broadcasting 
is an 
important and valuable supple­ 
ment, it ut no substitute for the 
newspaper. 
The daily newspaper is part 
and parcel of the free choice, vol- 
untary way of life. The roader is 
a completely free agent in de­ 
ciding what to read. what to 
skim and what to ignore in his 
newspaper. On the other hand. 
the radio listener or TV viewer 
is limited to offerings at such 
timing as the station determines. 
If the scheduled news period is at 
an inopportune time, it is missed. 
The listener can’t turn back to 
hear 
significant 
information 
again. 
The listener is regimented to 
hear the entire presentation in­ 
cluding the advertising—and he 
may resent the interposition o f 
a commercial message at a time 
when hi* attention i* focused on 
interesting or important news. 
On the other hand, the news­ 
paper reader can pick his own 
timing. He can return to factual 
presentations and editorial opin­ 
ions for re-reading. He can take 
notes, and in a social spirit, he 
can refer significant items to 
others. The unohstructive charac­ 
ter of newspaper advertising ob­ 
viates resentment toward the ad­ 
vertising on the part of the read­ 
er, since the message can be read 
at his own convience or can 
lie avoided if that is his wish. 
Thus

advertiser 
on 
tho 
printed page acts in harmony 
with the mood and desire ot the 
reader to be selective. 
If the printed nows or editorial 
message embraces controversy, 
the reader has an opportunity 
to disagree in a letter to the ed­ 
itor. The item is not flashed- 
but is available (or reflection and 
analysis. 
In a self-governing republic, 
based on the philosphy that the 
citizen and the customer are the 
ultimate bosses, the newspaper 
is indispensable for a flourishir*; 
and civilized existence. A pro­ 
longed blackout of news media 
is an interference with the work­ 
ing of the democratic process. 
While a newspaper as a busi­ 
ness has an obligation to its read­ 
ers. advertisers, employes and 
stockholders, its social and pub­ 
lic aspects emphasize that con­ 
tinuing solvency is a civic re­ 
sponsibility. Management knows 
that survival depends on a cost 
sheet which falls within its total 
receipts; otherwise, the life ten- 
! ure of the publication is short- 
1 ened and the corrununnty de- 
; pi ived. 
Free 
negotiation 
regarding 
8,599 86 working conditions is desirable, 
but the public interest can be 
hurt when a legislative fiat gives 
artificial 
power 
to groups 
to 
block 
continuity of operation. 
Certainly it is no solution for 
management, willy nilly, to con­ 
tract away its solvency. 
At a rime of inflationary costs, 
management has an obligation to 
be creative in eliminating econo- 
nomic waste. In order to retain 
its relative place in the econom­ 
ic structure, newspapers must 
keep in tempo with technological 
improvements in industry and in 
agriculture. 
The 
absence 
of 
newspapers 
temporarily dramatizes the fact 
that the good newspaper is an 
outstanding bargain. It gives to 
the reader below the cost of pro­ 
duction news, opinions, entertain­ 
ment and intelligence concerning 
trends in merchandise. 
Through the economy of syndi­ 
cation of columns and other fea­ 
tures and through the coojiera- 
tive contributions of the major 
wire services, the newspaper not 
only covers local and national af­ 
fairs but global trends.
